GLASGOW ORPHEUS 
CHOIR. 


ENJOYABLE CONCERT IN 
DUBLIN. 


When the Glasgow Orphe:s (oir came to 
the Scala Theatre, Dublin, one Sunday last 
year, there was but a small audience. In the 
meantime, the fame of the choir has travelled, 
and yesterday, for its return visit, the theatre 
was crowded. The-audience enjoyed a re- 
markable concert. Repetitions of the more 
striking part-songs were de .anded, and the 
concert went on for two hours and a quarter. 
So enjoyable was it that nobody minded its 
length, and at a quarter past six o'clock 
Mr. Hugh 8. Robertson, the conductor, had 
a ful] theatre before him when he turned to 
the audience and called on all those present 
to join in singing ' Come, all ye faithful.’’ 
When that had been sung the audience still 
waited, and the first verse was sung over 
again. Everybody enjoyed being ‘conducted’ 
by Mr. Robertson, and it was a remarkable 
illustration of his power with a choir that 
the last singi ; of the hymn was much more 
expressive and r..,thmic and pointed than the 
rst: th: audience had so quickly learned 
Mr. Robertson’s method of guidance. 

From the succession of part-music, including 
Stevens's old glee “‘The cloud-capt towers,” 
arrangements of Scottish melodies, standard 
part-songs like Elgar’s “ Feasting, I watch,’’ 
and examples of the most modern work in this 
kind, such as Gustav Holst’s “Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John,” and Whittaker’s 
“The deil’s awa',” it is difficult to choose 
particular pieces as being the best in the 
choir’s stirring work. ech the most 
interesting single piece oí music was Mr. 
Rutland Boughton's ‘Faery chorus ” from 
“ The Immortal Hour.” Mr. Robertson’s own 
music to Katharine Tynan’s “ All in the April 
evening ” also found special favour with the 
audience. 

There is no need to enumerate the special 
qualities of the Glasgow Orpheus Choir; for 
they include all the qualities that one looks 
for in good choral singing. As a thing that 
is least understood by Dublin choralists one 
may mention the beautiful pianissimo effects 
obtained by the Glasgow Choir. .Mr. Robert- 
son seems to do what he will with that 
responsive body of singers. 

A predominance of Scottish music in the 
programme wag sustained by the four mem- 
bers of the choir who sang solos, and by 
Mr. Alec Gourlay, the accompanist, in his 
piano solos. Out of compliment to its Irish 
audience the choir had prepared a charming 
choral arrangement of the Londonderry Air, 
which w - very beautifully sung. 


NEGLECTED CHILDREN, 


NATIONAL SOCIETY’S. WORK IN 
THE MIDLANDS. 


The annual meeting of the Westmeath and 
King's County Branch of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children was held in Athlone, Mrs. Maher, 
Moyvoughley, presiding, and there was a 
large attendance of members from Athlone, 
Ballymahon, Moate, Clara, Birr, Tullamore 
ard Mullingar. i 

The return furnished by the Inspector 
showed that during the year 130 complaints 
were investigated, 129 of which were found 
to be true, involving the welfare of 383 
iildren—180 boys and 203 girls. In addi- 
tion to his first visits of investigation, the 
Inspector made 1,077 visits of supervision. 
The complaints were classified thus—Neglect, 
56; abandonment, 20; exposure, 14; illtreat- 
ment and assault, 7; exposure for begging 
purposes, 2; immoral surroundings, 7; other 
wrongs, 27. Of these, 124 were warned, five 
were prosecuted and convicted, and one case 
was dropped. 

During the year the Society's Inspector 
obtained committal to industrial schools of 
41 girls and 21 boys, one or both of whose 
parents were dead. Children had been also 
placed in Cabra Deaf and Dumb [Institute 
and in the Cripples’ Home, Coole, Westmeath. 
Children were also sent to Dublin hospitals 
for surgical operations. 

The financial aspect of the work in com-

The kidnapping oí two members was re- 
d at the meeting of Ennis Rural District 


A letter was read from Mr. P. J. 
McNamara, Chairman of the Council, resign- 
ing his position as a member. Another letter 
was read from the Local Government Depart- 
ment accepting his resignation. 

A inten to the effect that Mr. McNamara’s 
resignation should not be accepted by the 
Council was defeated by nine votes to eight. 
When Mr. J. T. Minihan, Tiermaciane, 
was proposed for co-option, Mr. John Roughan 
objected to the business being proceeded with 
on the ground that Mr. Stephen Markham, a 
member of the Council, had been kidnapped. 
Mr. Roughan stated that a revolver had 
been presented at Mr. Markham’s breast, and 
by force of arms he had been taken away in a 
motor car. ; 

Mr. Michael Higgins, Vice-Chairman, and 
several members, denounced the kidnapping. 
Mr. Sean O’Grady proposed that the busi- 
ness be panpcnte in order to give the kid- 
napped member an opportunity of attending 
and expressing his views. xa 

Mr. John StcMahon Lynch, solicitor, who 
appeared for Mr. Minihan, said that another 
member had been taken away during the 
night. An information on the subject had 
been sworn. . 

It was signed by John Denis Moloney, Ennis, 
and it stated that Mr. Peter Monahan, of 
Kilbrickene, Ouin, between the hours of mid- 
night and 4 a.m. on the 27th inst., was 
forcibly taken from his residence by unknown 
men, their object being to prevent him from 
attending at the meeting. 

Mr. O'Grady said that the kidnapping ol 
two members made the matter worse, and was 
all the more reason why they should postpone 
the business. 

It was pointed out, however, that one man 
had been taken from each side, and it cut as 
much one way as the other. 

The Council, in the circumstances, 
ceeded with its business. 

Several members protested against the co- 
option of a member and the election of a 
chairman, and left the meeting as a further 
protest against what they consdiered to be 
illegal procedure. 

Mr. J. Minihan was co-opted and Mr. M. 
Higgins was appointed Chairman. 

Mr. Peter Monahan was in Ennis at about 
noon on Saturday, and was in the vicinity of 
the County Home while the meeting was in 
progress. He did not, however, enter the 
Council chamber. 

Mr. Markham was not released until late 
on Saturday evening. He states that two 
men with revolvers compelled him to enter a 
motor car. He was driven to a publichouse 
near Broadford, East Clare, and was given a 
bottle of soda water to drink. In the evening 
he was driven back to Doora, about two miles 
from Ennis, and was allowed to walk the re- 
mainder of the journey. 

Particular interest centred in the District 
Council chairmanship. By virtue of his office 
the Chairman of the District Council has a 
seat on the County Council. 

Major-General Brennan has resigned the 
chairmanship of the Clare County Council, and 
on Monday next a new chairman will be ap- 
pointed.

BEATEN AND LEFT TO DIE. 


At Dungloe, Co. Donegal, Henry Glackin, 
Dungloe, was fined £2 and costs for cruelly 
ill-treating a dog on June 5. The dog was 
found in a dying condition in a garden. It 
had been belaboured with a stick, and its 
feet looked as though they had been caught 
in a trap. A policeman had the dog killed: 

Police evidence was that in the wire 
netting around Glackin’s garden there was a 
hole at which a rabbit trap was set. There 
was blood and dogs hair adhering to. the 
trap. Glackin said that he had set the trap 
to prevent d entering his garden. When 
caught, Glackin said that he had killed two 
already. Regarding this particular dog, the 
defendant admit that he struck the dog 
with a stick, and had thrown it over the 
fence, but did not think that it would die. 

Answering the Justice, the sergeant said 
that, so far as he knew, the defendant was a 
respectable man. 

e Justice—I fail to understand how any 
respectable man could be so cruel. 

Replying to a question for the defence, a 
police witness said that he did not know if 
the dog was a stray dog, and that it did not 
matter if it was. 

The Justice said that it was savage con- 
duct towards a poor, helpless dumb animal. 
Where he could prevent it, he would never 
allow anyone to ill-treat a dumb animal. In 
this case it was an act of thoughtlessness.

WITH REVOLVER

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ARRESTED ON A TRAIN; 


At a Special Court of Petty Sessions, held 
at Omagh on Saturday last, before Captain 
Gosselin, R.M., Michael J. O'Donnell, school- 
master, of Ramelton, County Donegal, was 
charged by Major Gorman, District Inspec- 
tor, with having in his possession a revolver 
and six rounds of ammunition without a 
firearms certificate. 

Sergeant Samuel G. M‘Keown said that on 
Friday last he was travelling in a train 
from Portadown to Omagh in plain clothes. 
He first saw the defendant getting into the 
train at Portadown. Defendant went into 
the compartment next to witness, it being 
a corridor train. O'Donnell became very 
noisy, and witness kept an eye on him dur- 
fing the journey. In consequence of a con- 
versation witness had with Special Constable 
Johnston, who was travelling on the train, 
the constable went and sat beside the prisoner. 

Between Beragh and Omagh Station wit- 
ness entered the compartment in which they 
were seated and ordered Special Constable 
Johnston to search the defendant. He did 
so, and found the revolver in O’Donnell’s 
trousers pocket. 

At Omagh witness detained the defendant, 
took him to the barracks, and searched him 
thoroughly. He found the six cartridges 
produced, which fitted the revolver.

Witmess—He told me he bought the re- 
velver yesterday in a publichouse in Dublin.

BELATED EXPLANATION ABOUT A 
QUOTATION. 


An Intelligence Service Officer writes in

Only a few dave before the line was blocked 
by the censors, it had come to the notice of 
the authorities that a certain edition of 
Kipling’s works was used. as a basis for a 
particularly secret series of communications 
between Berlin and some of its agents in 
Cifferent, parts of Europe. 

In the early months of the war it was very 
difficult to identify enemy agents or to be sure 
of the sources of information and inspiration

CHORAL REVIVAL, 


— 


It is time to think of the arrangements that 
have been made for the provision of music in 
Dublin this winter. ot all the arrange- 
ments are complete ; some choral societies have 
still to make decisions, but a great deal of 
the season’s music can now be foreseen. 

As Dublin still lacks a concert hall, most of 
the concert giving will be at the theatres. 
These are available for toncerts only in the 
afternoon and on Sunday. Celebrity concerts 
have been arranged for some Saturday after- 
noons at the Theatre Royal, and extended use 
of the theatres for Sunday concerts may 
expected. The Royal Dublin Society's cham- 
ber music recitals will again take place at the 
Theatre Royal on onday afternoons. 
Throughout the season, indeed, it seems likely 
that the Theatre Royal will be the main 
haunt of concert-goers. 


GALLI-CURCI’S VISIT. - | 

Through the agency of the management of 
the theatre seit. five '' ee ot concerts 
have been arranged, and a brilliant list of 
noted performers has been announced in this 
connection. 
- Foremost in the list is the name of Madame 
Galli-Curci, who in a ear or two 
has taken the admitted lead in re- 
putation for vocal brilliance. America, which 
first recognised her exceptional quality as a 
coloratura soprano, has kept firm hold on her 
till now, and this autumn she makes her first 
appearance in the British Isles. Her visit to 
Dublin is fixed for December 6th, at the third 
concert of the ‘‘ Celebrity’’ series. The series 
will be opened at the end of October with a 
concert, for which Miss Florence Austral, 

rominent as a dramatic soprano; Mr. Joseph 

islop, a tenor already known to patrons of 
these concerts, and Mr. Backhaus, a performer 
who is held in respect by all pianists, have 
been booked. : ! 

The second concert in the series will be 
Miss Frieda Hempel's “ Jenny Lind '"' concert. 
Miss Hempel will appear in costume and will 
sing music chosen io recall the art of the 
famous Swedish songstress who charmed the 
ears oí the early Victorians. Next comes a 
Kreisler recital, which nobody who enjoys 
violin music will like to miss. After the Galli- 
Curci concert, one other remains, and that 
will be in February next, and will present 
Madame Evelyn Scotney (who came to the 
front as an operatic soprano in America, where 
she sang with Caruso), Mr. Eric Marshall, 
whose reputation as a baritone vocalist is in- 
creasing, and—perhaps the most interesting of 
the three—Signor Solito de Solis, the pianist 
who made so extraordinary an impression in 
London last. winter. 

Probably because people wished to make 
sure of a place at the Galli-Curci concert, 
booking for the series of ‘‘ Celebrity ’’ concerts 
has been especially brisk this year. All the 
gallery and second circle seats have been sold. 

Another Saturday afternoon concert at the 
Theatre Royal will bring Dame Clara Butt to 
us again. There is also the possibility of a 
visit by the Halle Orchestra. If that is 
arranged, it will be for many the most im- 
pe musical event of the season, for we 

ave very little oportunity nowadays of hear- 
ing orchestral music. 


CHAMBER MUSIC. 

The Royal Dublin Society’s series of classi- 
cal chamber music recitals pronfises to be ex- 
ceptionally attractive this winter. The re- 
citals will be given on Monday afternoons 
from November to March, By staying in 
London for a month or so and going to re- 
citals under various auspices, one might hear 
as much chamber music of the quality here 
offered, but it is probably true to say that 
nowhere else in the world is so fine a series 
of chamber music recitals presented by one 
Society as that which the Royal Dublin 
Society arranges annually. The list of soloists 
engaged. for this season is impressive. As 
pianists, we have Cortot, Arthur Rubinstein, 
Phillipowski, Solomon, and Youra Guller; as 
violinists, Jacques Thibaud and Jelly d’ Aranyi. 
M. Thibaud, acknowledged as one of the 
greatest interpreters of music in his time, 18 
rarely persuaded to travel, and his acceptance 
of this engagement may be taken as a compli- 
ment to the Royal Dublin Society. 

Apart from soloists, the most interesting 
engagement is that of the Lener Quartet, of 
Budapest, a combination which has obtained 
an international reputation and _ roused 
a renewed enthusiasm for chamber 
music in London. The Brodsky Quartet 
is, of course, in the ist, and 
will command its old welcome, and the 
Catterall Quartet will be heard again with 
interest. Dr. Larchet is arranging an orches- 
tral programme, and an Esposito Trio, in- 
cluding Mr. Clyde Twelvetrees, will be 
heard. It may be mentioned here that one 
of the Society’s afternoon lectures near 
Christmas time will be a lecture recital by 
Mr. Frederick Dawson, the eminent pianist. 


BAND PERFORMANCES. 

Sunday afternoon concerts will take place 
at the Seala Theatre throughout the season. 
The series opened yesterday. The further ar- 
rangements include concerts -by various 
bands, such as the Civic Guard band and 
the Carriglea and Artane boys’ bands. It 
is also intended to give opportunities to 
local performers, and the theatre manage- 
ment invites applications for engagements 
from Feis prize winners and others who might 
properly come before the public at such con- 
certs, 

The Free State Army No. 1 Band will give 
at least one Sunday recital at the Theatre 
Royal. as it did last winter. 


DUBLIN COMPOSER'S OPERA. 

The Carl Rosa Opera Company, now under 
the control of Mr. H. B. Phillips, will be at 
the Gaiety Theatre in November, and will 
probably have ready for production then 
Mr. Harold White’s opera, “Shaun the 
Post,’ which Mr. Phillips has accepted. The 
Rathmines and Rathgar Musical Society-—now 
the most vigorous musical organisation in 
Dublin—wili have its usual seasons at the 
same theatre. Gilbert and Sullivan comic 
opera may be expected from this Society, 
though there has been some talk of “ The 
Rose of Persia,’’ which is Sullivan, but not 
Gilbert. . 

The Queen’s Theatre also is likely to house 
an opera company for a few weeks in the 
course of the season, as in other recent years. 

Some signs may be noticed of revival of in- 
terest in choral music. Many of the members 
of the big choir which was organised for the 
Tailteann Festival desire to remain banded 
together for choral work. It is likely that 
the personnel engaged in the formation of a 
rew society out of this nucleus will include 
some of the former officers of the old Dublin 
Oratorio Society, which was responsible for 
many interesting performances in pre-war 
days. Their concerts, if they go on with the 
project, will probably be given in the Theatre 
Royal on Sundays, 

Some of the small existing choral societies 
also are trying to work on a larger scale this 
year, and there is a possibility that the 
Rathmines and Rathgar Masia! Society will 
do some choral work in addition to their 
operatic enterprises. The most interesting 
choral performance in Dublin in recent years 
was the production last year by Miss 
Culwigks Choir, in conjunction with Mr. 
Tur Huggard’s Pembroke Choral Society, 
of Mr. Granville Bantock’s “ Vanity of 
Vanities.” It is news that these choirs 
are again combining for a repetition of that 
work on November Ist. Since it is the want 
of a hail suitable for choral concerts that 
is recognised as a cause of present back. 
wardness in choral music in Dublin, it should 
be noted that the profits derived from this 
concert are to be given to the Concert Hall 
fund started by the Feis Ceoil - Committee. 

The University of Dublin “hora! Society, 
which is entering on its cighty-seventh year, 
has often produced many works not ise 
heard in Dublin. Its plans for the present 
season have not yet been settled, but there is 
a possibility that they will include a revival 
of what is called the Thirteenth Mass of 
Mozart, a work which the “College Choral '' 
produced about seventeen years ago, soon 
after its discovery. In connection with choral 
music, it may be mentioned that in due season 
there will be the usual rendering of Bach's 
Pa:sion Music at St. Patrick's Cathedral, ' 
where also the carol services at Christmastide 
will be interesting. with the inclusion of iy 
traditional carols and modern settings by 
Holst, Rutland Boughton, Geoffrey Shaw, and 
Kennedy Scott. - Since the Royal Dublin 
Society is no longer able to arrange organ re- 
citals, many musicians will be g to know

THE SEASON IN PROSPECT. | 
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PUBLIC GOLF. | 


SUPPORT FROM. THE 
CLUBS. 
—_—~- 


Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, the captain of the 
Hermitage Club, and Dr. George Price, hon. 
secretary of the Golfing Union of Ireland, 
availed themselves of the opportunity which 
the Hermitage Club dinner atiorded them cn 
Saturday night to allude to the subject of 
public golf in Dublin. The dinner follows 
the competition for the Captain's Prize, and 
120 sat down in the diningroom, which has 
been considerably extended» the company 
at the principle table including the Right 
Hon. the Lord Mayor, Mr. C. Conren, presi- 
dent; Dr. George Price, hon. secretary, 
G.U.I. ; Senator Barneville, Mr. M. J. Moran, 
captain, Milltown Club; Mr. P. J. Stokes, 
Deigany Club; Captain Webb, Royal Dublin 
Club; J. S. Mangan; F- Moran, Captain, 
Skerries Club; C. Cashin; T. J. Early and 
Dr. F. MeMenamip. 

Dr. Sherlock, in responding to “ The 
Captain,” after alluding to the fine sporting 
spirit which prevails in the Hermitage Club, 
and its remarkable recovery from bankruptcy 
to prosperity, the result of that sporting 
spirit, and the enthusiasm of the members 
for the game, said that there was one sub- 
ject that they were all deeply interested in, 
the subject of public golf. It was of vital 
necessity that there should be established in 
Dublin a public golf course, upon which men 
could play who were not able to afford the 
ordinary expenditure inseparable from club 
golf. (Hear. Hear.) For the last three years 
that subject had been hammered at for the 
purpose of arousing public opinion, and, now, 
through the influence exerted by the Irish 
Press Golfing Society, that Society had suc- 
ceeded in bringing together in the Dolphin 
Hotel a number of influential public men, who 
formed a Committee, charged with the duty 
of pushing forward the undertaking to com- 
plete success. The chairman of that Com- 
mittee was the chairman of the Senatc, Lord 
Glenavy (applause), and on that Committee 
were men of influence in every section of the 
community. It would be their duty to im- 
press on the Government, who were keenly 
solicitous for the well-being of the workers, 
the necessity of granting facilities for public 
golf in the Phenix Park, and providing a 
small sum of money to meet the initial ex- 
penditure. “ I say,” added the speaker, “in 
the name of my club, that we endorse to the 
full the effort that is being made by that Com- 
mittee, and if the Government should desire 
any definite undertaking that we are serious 
in this matter, I can say that we are pre- 
pared to give as much financial assistance 
from the club funds as any other club in or 
around Dublin County, and that individual 
members will not be found lacking in giving 
a generous and substartial support-’’ (Loud 
applause.) Proceeding, Dr. Sherlock re- 
marked that some golfers desired to keep the 
game of golf exclusive; but such gentlemen 
represented such an insignificant portion of 

e community that they were not worthy of 
consideration. Golf was a magnificent game 
for the people, and whether a man was a 
duke’s son or a cook’s son he was entitled to 
facilities for playing it if he desired 
to. He was certain that the effort that 
was being made to bring golf within 
easy reach of those who were not in a posi- 
tion to play it in existing circumstances would 
have the support, active and generous, of Dr. 
Price. (Applause.) Fá 

Dr. Price, replying to “Our Visitors,’’ dealt 
at length with the events which led up to the 
formation of the Advisory Committee of the 
Royal and Ancient Club. In the bringing 
into existence of that Committee he had done 
his part. The Royal and Ancient had evi- 
dently been unaware of the existence of such 
a place as Ireland, and in that connection he 
told an amusing story. The Port Erin (Isle of 
Man) Club had occasion to apply to the Royal 
and Ancient for a ruling, and were referred 
by the secretary o the Royal and Ancient to 
“the Irish Golfing Union.” The Port Erin 
secretary sent on the correspondence to him 
(Dr. Price) and requested a ruling; but, not 
understanding why he should be consulted on 
a matter _oncerned with golf in the Isle of 
Man, he ‘vrote to the secretary of the Royal! 
and Ancient for an explanation. The reply 
came back that it was “all a mistake,’’ but 
that when he (the secretary of the Royal and 
Ancient) saw the name ‘ Port Erin’”’ he 
thought it was an Irish club. (Loud laughter.) 
Passing on to public golf, Dr. Price said that 
he had read an article by J. H. Taylor, who 
told them that a Committee of the United 
States Golf Association had been formed for 
the purpose of giving advice on public golf 
courses. It would be a very good thing, ia- 
deed, if the Golfing Union of Ireland formed a 
committee to advise on public golf in Ireland. 
They were now on the eve of public golf, and 
with the help of such men as Dr. Sherlock, 
who was one of the Committee that had been 
formed, they would get public golf before 
long. (Applause.) 

Mr. Moran also replied for “ Our Visitors,” 
and assured his hearers that the Milltown 
Club would also give every assistance to those 
working for public golf. 

The toast of ‘“‘ The Captain ” was given by 
Mr. Eugene Sheehy and supported by the 
Right Hon. the Lord Mayor and Mr. Warren. 
In presenting the captain's prizes (a massive 
silver cup for the winner and a smoker’s cabi- 
net for the runner-up), Dr. Sherlock said that 
the success of Commandant P. J. Delany, 
who is O.C. Medical Services, Eastern Com- 
mand, would do an immense amount of good 
for golf in the Army. It was a remarkable 
thing that of the first sixteen scores returned 
the only double. figure handicap in the list 
was that year’s winner. 

The dinner was admirably served by the 
manageress. The following vocalists contri- 
buted to the enjoyment of the function :— 
Captain Condon, Mr. James Dovle, Mr. J. 
Dennehy, Mr. Fred. Jeffs, and Mr. Joseph 
O'Dea. Mr. Clarke Barry 's orchestra played 
during dinner.

The Bcundary Issue. 


To-morrow the Imperial Parliament will 
begin a short, but important, session. It 
will proceed at once to pass into law an 
Amending Bill to the Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
empowering His Majesty’s Government to 
appoint a third member of the Boundary 
Commission in the stead of the representa- 
tive of Northern Ireland for whom pro- 
vision was made in Article XII. There is 
virtually no doubt that the Bill will be 
passed. The Labour Party and the 
Liberals are unanimous in their deter- 
mination that, so far as they are con- 
cerned, the Treaty shall be imple- 
mented ” in every respect. The Conserva- 
tives know that their obstruction of the 
Bill either in the Lower or the Upper 
House would lead inevitably to a general 
election. Although they will criticise the 
Bill, and may move minor amendments 
to it in the House of Lords, they 
are very unlikely to go much further. 
The actual passing of the Bill into law 
is not expected to occupy much time. The 
House of Commons will adjourn while 
it is being considered by the Lords, 
and will meet again for the purpose 
of putting the finishing touches to the new 
legislation. Unless some completely un- 
foreseen accident occurs, therefore, Parlia- 
ment’s work will be finished before the 
end of next week. The Treaty will have 
been amended in deference to the report of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, and the British Government will 
be enabled to keep its word to the Free 
State by the due establishment of the 
Boundary Commission according to iaw. 

The next step will be the nomination of 
the third Commissioner, and, doubtless, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas already has decided 
on his choice. If all goes according 
to plan, the Commission probably will 
begin its labours before the end of 
October, and when Dail Kireann meets 
three weeks hence Britain will have done 
everything in its power to give practical 
effect to Article XII. We continue to’ 
hope that the necessity for the Commis- 
sion’s arbitrament never will arise. All 
parties are agreed now that the Boundary 
Commission is a pis aller, and that almost 
any other way out of the present difficulty 
would be preferable to it. It never can 
hope to settle anything. Its very com- 
position will compel it to apply the 
methods of the yard stick to the attempted 
solution of a problem which is essentially 
a human problem, and never ought to have 
been submitted to mathematical tests. 
The boundary question really is the first 
big trial of Irish statesmanship. Britain 
has, or ought to have, nothing to say to it. 
Irishmen alone are concerned in the parti- 
tion of their country; Irishmen alone 
ought to decide whether that purely 
arbitrary division shall be permanent or 
temporary. The British Government has 
fulfilled its part of the Treaty bargain. 
Even when oN Treaty, in the Prime 
Minister’s words, was found to be “ un- 
workable,”’ it was amended—or rather is 
being amended—to meet this country’s re- 
quirements. Britain now disappears from 
the arena. What does Ireland propose to 
do? 

During the past few months the two 
Irish Governments have been subjecting 
each other to a long-range fire of propa- 
ganda. It is high time now that they 
should.come to close quarters. No harm 
possibly could result from an. immediate 
conference between Sir James Craig and 
President Cosgrave. Infinite good might 
come of it. The present gulf between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland seems to 
be enormous. The principal reason for this 
condition of affairs; as we believe, is simply 
the fact that the two Governments never 
really. have got to grips with their 
problem. The Irish leaders have met 
almost invariably under the chairmanship 
of a British Minister. Naturally enough, 
in his presence the Northern negotiator 
refused steadfastly to budge from his 
stubborn attitude of “ not an inch,” while 
his Southern vis-a-vis just as naturally 
refused to show the slightest sign of 
‘* weakness.’’ In our view, one of the chief 
vices of the boundary situation lies in this

Turkey ard Iraq. 

The Turks are engaged in a very foolish 
and impudent attempt to force the League 
of Nations’ hand. By the Treaty of 
Lausanne certain territory on the Northern 
frontier of Iraq, which the Turks claim, 
was left under the British mandate pend- 
ing the decision of the League. Although 
the Government at Angora has pledged 
itself to this temporary arrangement, it is 
now attempting the physical conquest of 
the disputed area. There is here no ques- 
tion of unauthorised raids by turbulent 
tribesmen. the last fortnight 
Turkish regulars, in small parties, have 
invaded British administered territory 
near Amadia and have attacked the police 
and local levies. Fortunately, the Royal 
Air Force in [Iraq has been well organised 
by Sir John Salmond, and 
present it has repulsed the invaders with- 
out much difficulty.

A writer in The Times 
explains the Angora Government s anxiety 
to present the League of Nations with a 
fait accompli. The Turks desire to absorb 
the whole Kurkish people into their ram- 
shackle republic, and have suppressed the 
Kurdish language in Turkish schools.

Tea. 


The prohibition of alcoholic drinks in 
the United States has caused such an 
increase in tea-drinking there that there 
is a world-shortage of tea. In Great 
Britain and Ireland tea has become so 
much a necessary that we find it hard to 
imagine a tealess world, and condole over 
the plight of our grand-parents, who had 
to pay sixteen shillings for a pound of the 
precious grains. Although we now set 
such store on that fragrant, amber 
beverage, it was slow to become popular 
in these lands, and to this day tea is 
drunk in France only by visitors to the 
country. Chinese legend imputes the dis- 
covery of tea to a god-like emperor of the 
dimmest past; but it was unknown in 
England until the seventeenth century. 
Mr. Pepys recorded on September 25th, 
1660: “I did send for a cup of tee, a 
China drink, which I never had drunk 
before.’ In the eighteenth century it 
became a fashionable beverage, and the 
literature of that period teems with 
allusions to the inseparability of tea and 
scandal—as if menfolk never spoke ill of 
their friends over less innocent potations. 
In the nineteenth century the tea-drinking 
habit became so considerable a factor in 
our life that it caused new chapters to 
b> written in the history of commerce and 
navigation; and the racing “China 
clippers’ of the ’sixties were the most 
perfect sailing ships that ever sailed the 
seas. In our own days the effects of tea 
on the health of the nation have been 
much debated. The chief tea-drinking 
nations of the West—Britain, Ireland and 
Holland—hardly display such an inferiority 
of health and talent as to justify alarmists 
who talk of “the tea scourge.’’ Never- 
theless, it can hardly be doubted that the 
prevalence of nervous troubles in Ireland 
is helped by our country people’s habit 
of drinking tea, strong to the degree of 
poison and brewed by boiling at the 
hearth, many times a day. It is one of 
the curiosities of national economics that 
our poorer island consumes a costlier 
variety. Perhaps, we pay too high a 
price for the gratification of our more 
delicate palates by drinking tea not wisely, 
but too. often.

The Golden Treasury. 


Yesterday was the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Francis Turner 
Palgrave, compiler of “The Golden 
Treasury.’ More than half a million 
copies of this anthology have been sold 
since its appearance in 1861, and it 
Pal- 
grave wrote good poetry and some 
notable literary studies; but he won 
immortality by what may be termed a 
feat of good taste, and proved that 
criticism may. have its victories not less 
renowned than arts. “The Golden 
Tre:.sury’’ was compiled at the sugges- 
tion of Palgrave’s most intimate friend, 
Tennyson. It collected 288 lyrics repre- 
sentative of the four great periods of 
English poetry before the age in which 
Palgrave lived—the periods of Shakespeare, 
Milton, Gray and Wordsworth. He sought 
to include “all the best original lyrical 
pieces and songs in our language, . . . 


and none beside the best.” The perfection | 


of his judgment is shown by the failure of 


up to the |: 


| mistake, indeed, but one rather of fact 

than of taste, he made. In the early

There is no better training 
in taste than to seek the reasons for 
Palgrave’s. choices and rejections.

SIR ARTHUR CONAN 
DOYLE. 


THE STORY OF AN ACTIVE 
LIFE. 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle belongs to the 
robust school of writers to whom writing Is 
but a phase of life's activities. His auto- 
Moeranlvy is the life-story of a man of action 
as much as that of a man of letters. The fact 
that he has been no litetary poseur has lost 
him the attention of many of his con- 
temporaries; but, perhaps, it has given a 
virility to his writing which will cause much 
of his work to live longer than the critics 
expect. Books and essays on “our living 
writers ” and the like seldom mention a man 
who is less concerned to be the lion of literary 
circles than to do good service on the field of 
war, to champion some neglected cause or to 
reach some conviction; but, while critics 
eo overlooked him, the books of Conan 
Dovle—as his readers call him—have delighted 
and stirred two generations. 

. -. ” lui = 

Sir Arthur was born in Edinburgh in 1889. 
He was. grandson of the John Doyle who, as 
“ H.B.,” was the originator of the modern art 
of the cartoon. The four sons of ‘‘H.B.’’ all 
made names for themselves. James wrote 
“ The Official Baronage of England "’;: Henry 
was manager of the National Gallery in 
Dublin; Richard was a famous contributor to 
Punch. The youngest, Charles, who held a 
Jovernment post in Edinburgh, was father of 
Sir Arthur. Charles Doyle married a daughter 
of William Foley, a young doctor of Trinity 
College, Dublin, whose wife was Katherine 
Pack, kinswoman of the Sir Denis who-led the 
Scottish Brigade at Waterloo. 

Young Arthur’s boyhood was Spartan; for 
his parents were poor, despite his father's 
efforts to add to his official salary by art- 
work; but the frugality of those yeais seems 
to have hardened him. He was educated at 
Stonyhurst, and carri2?d away the impression, 
it seems, that ‘‘ an intelligent boy could learn 
more by reading a good translation of Homer 
for a week than a vear’s study of the original.”’ 
Father Thurston. destined to be Sir Arthur's 
opponent in psychic matters in recent years, 
was a schoolfellow of his; another was Bernard 
Vaughan. At Edinburgh University, where 
Sir Arthur took his medical degree, he met 
the originals of Sherlock Holmes and Professor 
Challenger. . 

Beginning life as a medical assistant, he 
lived on a most exiguous income, and bought 
books from a twopenny stall by denying 
himself lunch. An unnamed friend urged him 
to try his hand as a writer, and his first 
experimental story’ was accepted by Chambers's 
Journal. About this time, as he tells in 
detail, he found himself unable to hold the 
religion in which he had been reared, and, 
though he never lost faith in the Supreme 
Being, he abandoned, for a time, all belief in 
Christian doctrine. Later, as he tells in 
chapters devoted to that aspect of his life. he 
was to become convinced of the truth of the 
spiritualist claims, and to spend years of 
arduous toil, travelling all the world and 
addressing 300,000 people, in preaching his 
conviction. ;

In 1880 voung Doyle spent seven months as 
surgeon on a whaler in the Arctic Seas. He 
travelled also in Africa, gaining precious 
material for story-telling. In 1886 he invented 
Sherlock Holmes and composed ‘‘ A Study in 
Scarlet."" This book was rejected by many 
publishers—by some, unread. At last Messrs. 
Ward Lock bought the manuscript for £25, 
and the book appeared in 1887. The author 
says that he never received another penny for 
a work which has been reprinted so often. 
Sherlock Holmes made his creator’s fortune. 
The world clamoured for tales of Baker street, 
and at last Sir Arthur, dreading lest his more 
serious ambitions should be frustrated by his 
aptitude for detective fiction, hurled Holmes 
over a precipice, and provoked letters of 
remonstrance, one of which began: “ You 
brute !’’ 

Seldom, if ever, has a creation of light 
fiction sprung into proverbial fame like 
Holmes, and it seems that a more credulous 
generation than this really believed that the 
great detective had bodily being. A party of 
schoolboys, brought to London, asked to be 
taken to see Holmes’s flat. People in trouble 
came to Sir Arthur-for aid. Sometimes, by 
applying his hero’s famous methods, he was 
astonishingly successful; but once, in the case 
of a village burglary, the local constable, with 
no theories at all, seized the culprit, while 
Dr. Doyle “ had got no further than that he 
was a left-handed man with nails in his 
boots.” Popular clamour induced Sir Arthur 
to revive Holmes, but one critic remarked 
that, since the accident, ‘‘ he was never the 


same man again.” 
- 7 
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In 1896 Sir Arthur saw action in Egypt, and 
he went through the Boer War, winning his 
knighthood by writing a history of that con- 
flict which has become a standard work. He 
stood twice for Parliament, but Fate kindly 
kept him from a political career which would 
have curbed his pen. He met many great folk 
down the years. Roosevelt won his admira- 
tion, and he preserves some of the President’s 
dicta: ‘‘ Henry James is not a whole man; all 
that subtlety is really decadence.’’ The Earl 
of Balfour, of whom Sir Arthur tells little, 
left the most vivid impressions on his mind, 
“with his willowy figure, his gen‘#, intel- 
lectual face, and, as I read it, his soul of 
steel.” Sir James Barrie was his intimate 
friend, and many fanciful sallies by Barrie are 
preserved in these pages. Chapters on sport- 
ing recollections are interesting as displaying 
Sir Arthur’s robust and boyish enthusiasm at 
its best. 

During the war Sir Arthur was under fire 
on three fronts, and laid many suggestions 
before the authorities which appear to have 
been of considerable service. He was largely 
responsible for the adoption of armour for 
modern use. After the war Sir Arthur de- 
voted himself to spiritualist propaganda. 
“That,” he says, “is the work which will 
occupy, either by voice or pen, the remainder 
of my life.”’ 

This book will not rank among famous auto- 
biographies—it has, perhaps, less of self- 
revelation in it than the author's earlier book 
on books, ‘‘Through the Magic Door ’’—but 
every reader who has enjoyed the adventures 
of Holmes and Watson, of Brigadier Gérard, 
of Rodney Stone and of the White Company 
will enjoy pages that breathe the same air of 
manly enthusiasm and are interesting from 
the first to the last. i

This is the first tin, 
that we have had anything like a reasone, 
defence of the Treaty, though it really 
amounted to an assertion that the presen: 
Labour Government had been able to dv» 
something that the other parties woul 
have wished, but were unable, to do. Mr 
Macdonald, however, med the way fo, 
Liberal support, sinee ta stated explicit! 
that all the general details of the loan 
consequent upon the Treaty would be lef: 
to the House of Commons. We shal! now 
see what the Liberal protestations 
worth. 

The Cabinet is to meet to-morrow morn 
ing when all the details for the shor 
Irish session probably will be completed 
It is understood at present that the Prime 
Minister himself will move the secon: 
reading of the Boundary (Amending) Bill. 
and that when he sits down the House 
will adjourn immediately.

We regret, to announce the death of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel D'Oyly Battley, at his res- 
dence, Belvedere Hall, Bray, Co. Wicklow, on 
Friday last. Colonel Battley was in his 84th 
year. For many years he was a fmiliar figure 
at Bray Petty Sessions.

Brazill kept a small shop midway between 
Kilmallock and Kilfinane, and was seen by 
customers at 9 o'clock last Thursday evening.

DISTRICT COURTS. 


CLERKS’ AUTHORITY TO SIGN 
SUMMONSES. 


A point of considerable importance was 
raised at Bantry District Court’ by Mr. J. 
Travers Wolfe, solicitor, who argued that the 
Clerks of District Courts had no power to sign 
summonses. 

Mr. Wolfe pointed out that the Adaptation 
of Enactments Act, which was passed on 
December 20th, 1922, abolished the powers of 
Justices of the Peace. Yet the District Justices 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, wliich was passed 
in March, 1925, purported to confer upon 
Peace Commissioners—and so far as the sign- 
ing of summonses was concerned upon the 
Clerks of District Courts—‘‘ the powers which 
immediately before the passing of this Act 
were vested in a Justice of the Peace.’’ Those 
powers, said Mr, Wolfe, were “nil,” 

The mistake, he added, had been rectified 
by the Courts of Justice Act so far as 
Peace Commissioners were concerned, but. the 
position of District Court Clerks remained un- 
altered. | 

The case in which the point was raised was 
adjourned for a fortnight in order that the 
State Solicitor might look into the matter.

MEMORIAL UNVEILED. BY 
MR. MULCAHY.

Richard Mulcahy, T.D., unveiled a stone that 
has been erected as a'memoria! to Sean Doyle, 
son of Mr..P. S. Doyle, T.D., who was killed 
while trying to escape on September 19th, 
1920, when a party of British troops arrested 
a number of volunteers who were at drill.
